After a month's tour of Western 
Germany. three American Jewish 
leaders this week reported that they 
had found most Germans were still 
antisemitic 

Ihe three men. Messrs. Jacob Alson. 
Benjamin R. Epstein, and Nathan ¢ 
Beith, are representatives of the Anti- 
Defamation League of the B'nai B'rith 
and compiled their report at the 
invitation of the West German 
(,overnment 

As a result of nts inquiry, conducted in 
seven West German cities and wm Berlin 
ihe mission reported that the assurances 
that un had received from some quarters 
that antisenmutism was dead im CGcrmany 
was not borne out by the evident facts 
although there were many evidences of 
ittempis to combat and wipe out face 


hatred 
German kmbarrassment 


Ihe purpose of the mission was to 
examine the present state of German 
feclhing about civil rights and democratic 
processes, the position of the remaining 
Jewish communities in Western Ger 
many, and the rclatronship in the bedera! 
Republic between Christians and Jews 

The mission reported that President 
Heuss Statement that Germans must! 
sccept collective shame for the crimes of 
the Nazi.régime was taken seriously by 
the Government and us officials. But. th

MR. BYROADE

In what was described as an Ameri 
can policy declaration, Mr. Henry A 
Byroade, U.S.A. Assistant Secretary 
of State for Near Eastern Affairs, last 
Friday advised Israel to regard ttsell 
as a Middle Eastern State rather than 
the headquarters. or nucleus of world- 
wide groupings of peoples of a 
particular religious faith who must 
have special rights within, and obliga- 
tions to. the State of Israel. 

Speaking at Dayton, Ohio. at a 
meeting arranged by the local World 
Affairs Council, Mr. Byroade said that 
Israel should “drop the attitude of 
the conqueror and the conviction that 
force and a _ poljcy of retaliatory 
killings is the only policy that your 
neighbours will understand. You 
should make your deeds correspond 
to your frequent utterances of desire 
for peace.” 

At the same time, he told the Arabs 
that they: should accept Israel as an 
accomplished fact. The Arab Govern- 
ments, he said, . were deliberately 
attempting to maintain a state of affairs

delicately suspended between peace and 
war. while at the present desiring newher 

Ihe Arab policy, he added, was a 
dangerous one. one which world opinion 
would increasingly condemn unless. the 
Arab countries tried to reach an under. 
standing with Israé! 

By implication, Mr. Byroade criticised 
American Zionsts, saying that those who 
fet and spoke with emotion on Isracli- 
Arab problems must remember that the 
Middle Eastern question required careful 
American consideration. It was only 
natural that, in the present situation, 
some groups should attempt to exert 
pressure on the American Government. 
But they had to weigh these special 
interests carefully, They must shape their 
policy im a manner representing the 
majority of their people. especially where 
vital issues affecting U.S.A. security was 
concerned. He was certain, he said. that 
no American would quarrel with this 


concept. | 
The implicavons contained in Mr. 
Byroade’s statement are resented by 


American Zionists, and it is understood 
that Zionist leaders will seck an inier- 
view with Mr. Dulles or Mr. Byroade 
to reiterate thei belief that they are 
acting in the best interests of the United 
States im supporting Israel, and to 
repudiate any suggestion of disloyalty.

EARL BALFOUR’S IMPRESSIONS OF ISRAEL 
Visit as Youth Aliyah Guest

CIVIL SERVANTS’ 
INTEGRITY 


Higher Pay Urged for 
Israeli Officials

JERUSALEM 

The Israeli Comptroller-General, in 
his annual report, recently issued, 
recommends an immediate rise in the 
scale of salaries to senior civil 
servants. 

Ihe present rate of pay, the report 
Says, not only lowers the general stan- 
dard of Government service, but also 
endangers the integrity of officials. 
Persons with low salaries often find 
themselves in financial difficulties and 
cannet always withstand temptation. 
[his problem is regarded by the 
Comptroller-General as so urgent and 
important that he opposes economy in 
this sphere, despite the country’s diffi- 
cult financial position. 

In July, 1952, the law defining the 
terms of reference of the Comptroller- 
General was amended, so that he could 
investigate questions of integrity of 
Government departments and _ their 
effictency. But the Comptroller-General’s 
task ends with his inquiry into affairs 
in a particular office: it is not for him 
to find out which individual is responsible 
for a dishonest act. If he finds that a 
particular office has been at fault, it is 
for the civil service disciplinary courts, 
and the Attorney-General, if necessary, 
to take further action. 


Accepted Standard 


The Comptroller-General discusses in 
his report what constitutes a “ breach 
of integrity.” In certain matters, he says, 
an accepted standard has already been 
established: in others there 1s no such 
standard, and the report suggests that 
the. disciplinary couris establish such 
precedents. 

Ihe report mentions the difficulty of 
obtaining the co-operation of the public 
in finding out alieged cases of corruption, 
or breaches of integrity, because people 
are reluctant to report illegal acts which 
come to their notice. It suggesis that, 


in the first place, the co-operation of. 


civil servanis themselves should be 
obtained «by making them realise that 
those who are guilty of legal acts—and 
their number is comparatively few—are 
damaging the reputation of the entire 
civil service. Also proposed ts the estab- 
lishment of civil service committees to 
deal with this matter, and the appoint- 
ment of an inter-ministenal committee, 
thus assuring secrecy to persons coming 
forward with information. 


Missing Houses 


Below are two examples of irregulari- 
ties: 

At the end of 1951, 483 prefabricated 
wooden houses were ordered by the 
Ministry of Labour. No check was made 
of deliveries and receipt” was 
demanded from the contractors. Only 
in February, 1953, was it discovered that 
eight houses, valued at $10,000, were 
missing. The manner in which the trans- 
action was handled made ut impossible 
to find out who was responsible for the 
shortage, or to demand compensation 
from the supplier of the 
insurance company. 

The other case occurred in 1952, when 
the Israeli Minister to Italy bought a 
house for the Israch Legation m Rome. 
The Foreign Office confirmed the pur- 
chase without checking the details and 
without ascertaining whether the house 
was suitable for the purpose. The original 
plan for finaneing the purchase through 
gifts and loans fell through and _ the 
Minister paid by obtaining a long-term 
morigage at a high rate of terest, 
informing Jerusalem of the transaction 
afterwards. 

Fhe Comptroller-General also accused 
the Foreign Ministry of having installed 
central heating in their premises in Jeru- 
salem and paying for it out of tem- 
porary funds intended for other purposes. 
He also States in his report that transport

DEAF INSTITUTE CLOSES

MAGNA CARTA FOR REFUGEES

ITHIN few days 

thousands of refugees will 

get a “new deal.” For 
next week the Convention Relating 
to the Status of Refugees—it has 
been termed a “ Magna Carta” for 
refugees—becomes effective in Aus- 
tralia, Belgium, Denmark, Western 
Germany, Luxembourg, and Nor- 
way, the six countries which first 
ratified the treaty and all of which 
have given shelter to unfortunate 
persons unable or unwilling to 
return to their native countries. The 
treaty will also shortly come into 
force in Britain. 

The Convention, much overdue. 
will, it is hoped. eventually benefit the 
hundreds of thousands of refugees— 
Jews and other persons fleeing from 
persecution—who, since the First 
World War, have drifted from country 
to country or established themselves 
to some extent rn hospitable places of 
asylum. From time to time efforts 
have been made on an international! 
scale to give these people certain 
fundamental rights and privileges 
enjoyed by citizens of ‘Western 
countries. But the various pre-war 
treaties concluded on this matter have 
been outdated by current events. The 
new treaty, therefore, fills an impor- 
tant gap and gives refugees the oppor- 
tunity of improving their lot and 
eventually becoming useful citizens. 


Minimum Rights Established 


The importance of this Convention 
cannot be overestimated, for it estab- 
lishes minimum rights for refugees 
and, if properly implemented, wil! 
enable refugees to enjoy the majority 
of rights hitherto granted in many 
countries only to citizens. It guaran- 
tees to refugees many of the funda- 
mental rights and freedoms contained 
in the U.N. Declaration of Human 
Rights. 

An organ of the United Nations— 
the’ Office of the High Commissione: 
for Refugees—will supervise the 
application of the provisions of the 
Convention, which covers practically, 
every refugee not cared for by another 
United Nations agency (this excludes 
Arab refugees trom Palestine and 
Volksdeutsche.” the. latter because 
they are considered German 
nationals). 

his comprehensive “ bill of rights” 
for refugees was prepared by a group 
of experts appointed by the Economic 
and Social Council (Ecosoc) and 
unanimously adopted by representa- 
tives of 24 nations who participated 
in a Conference of Plenipotentiaries 
in Geneva in 1951. Israel has signed 
the Convention, but the United States 
has refused to sign, maintaining that 
refugees are anyway given equal treat- 
ment on their arrival in that country. 
This, of course, js true, but many 
other States still impose restrictions 
on and discriminate against their 
refugee populations, and it is for these 
underprivileged people that the .Con- 
vention is mainly intended. 


Definition of Refugee 


For the purposes of the treaty, a 
retugee js defined as a person con- 
sidered a refugee under pre-war Con- 
ventions and Agreements or under the 
Constitution of the International 
Refugee Organisation ; a person made 
a refugee due to events occurring 
before January 1, 1951, and because 
ot fear of persecution for reasons of 
race, religion, nationality, or politics, 
unable or unwilling to return to his 
country ; or, in the case of Stateless 
persons, those unable or unwilling to 
return to the country of their former 
habitual residence. Contracting States 
are required to make declara- 
tion whether they wish the term 
“events occurring before January 1, 
1951.” to be- understood to mean 
events Occurring in Europe or events 
in Europe or elsewhere. 

Excluded from the benefits of the 
Convention are war criminals, persons 
who have committed a crime against 
peace, a crime against humanity or 
serious non-political crimes outside 
their country of refuge, and those who 
have been guilty of acts contrary to 
the purposes and principles of the 
United Nations. 

The Convention grants refugees 
basic rights in the sphere of religion, 
property, and commerce, the first time 


that these nights have been guarantecd 
by international treaty. Thes« 
course, are minimum rights, and 
sponsors of the Convention hop: 
Contracting States will go tx 
these privileges. 

One of the first Articles of the c, 
vention deals with religion : Contr. 
ing States must accord refuvees 
ment similar to that accorded 
nationals with respect to freedo 
practise their religion and to d 
the religious education of 
children. 
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In general, refugees will rec 
same treatment as accorde; 
aliens. But as regards ind 


rights the Convention establishes 
standards: the same treatment 
accorded to citizens - the most f 
able treatment given to nationals 
foreign country: and treatme: 
favourable as possible, but not 
favourable than that 
foreigners generally 


accorded

THE SYMBOLISM OF PESACH

“Orthodox” Jew— 
using the adjective in the 
sense in which term 

ultra-Orthodox would be per- 
haps more appropriate—the inyunc- 
tions and ceremonial regulations of 
Judaism are part of the Divine 
revelation.

Nostalgic Memories 


But all schools of traditional Jewish 
thought recognise the. paramount 
importance of lovalty and allegiance 
to the group hfe of the community. 
and in this connection the Festival of 
Pesach may fittingly recall the picture 
drawn by Israel Zangwill in his 
“Children of the Ghetto.” where he 
tells of the Jewish renegade who had 
left his faith and his people, but who 
was so impressed by the memories of 
his childhood days that he fled back to 
his home, drawn as he was by. the 
recollection of the Seder ceremonial 
in his parents’ house—he returned, to 
attach himself once more to his family 
and to the Jewish community. 

It is an undoubted fact that. the 
ceremonial observances of the Jewish 
people have contributed very largely 
not only to its identity, but to its very 
existence. Our ritual forms a bond 
of unity which has helped to keep us 
alive and to unite us with our brethren 
in all parts of the world. Jewish reli- 
gious Observances are therefore essen- 
tial to our very existence as Jews. In 
a bold and rather daring hyperbole, in 
which “Me™ Torah’. are 
mistakenly contrasted, one rabbi went 
so far as to imagine God as saying, 
“ Would that the people would forget 
Me. but keep my Torah!” He meant,

of course, that the «survival of the Jew 
and of Judaism depended more on the 
performance of ritual observances 
than on the study and promulgation 
of theological and philosophical 
theories. As the late Travers Herford 
put it, the whole body of Jewish 
ceremonial acted both as “a bond to 
keep the Jewish community together - 
and as an “external protecting cover- 
ing within which the spirit of Judaism 
could maintam its strength and 
vitality.” 

Ihere is. however, a tendency—and 
the tendency is not quite new—for 
many people to underrate the import- 
ance of ceremonial laws and to ignore 
ritual ifere is an 
apathy towards religion and religious 
forms, both in our community and in 
the communities of othe peoples and 
denominations. which is. regrettable 
And tsa fact dS believe it 
that many of our ceremonial practices 
are discarded or neglected because of 
lack of knowledge in regard to what 
many thinkers believe to be their pur- 
nose as an influence im the sanctifica- 
tion of Jewish life. and in regard to 
then poctic and educational value. it 
would be useful if the significance of 
these observances could be explained 
to our vouth. who would be given to 
understand the spiritual and ethical 
ideas which. Jewish ritual enshrines.

Festival of Symbols 


But it. Pesach which pre- 
eminently the Festival of symbols. 
And though there is no reference to 
Pesach symbolism in our Prayer 
Book, we have many Hagadas in 
which the symbolic meanings are 
touched upon or elaborated = with 
varying degrees of clarity and plausi- 
bility. Many readers no doubt possess 
modern Hagadas containing useful 
explanations and while. for old times’ 
sake, many will treasure and use some 
of the older Hagadas, much more 
valuable information in regard to the 
Seder ritual and to Passover symbolism 
can be obtained from some of the 
more modern editions, 

It is. of course, true that no book 
can take the place of good parental 
example. No Hagada can take the 
place of that saintly but jovous atmo- 
sphere which can make the idea of 
Jewish ritual observances, performed 
in a proper spirit, a treasured inheri- 
tance. But Jewish loyalty can cer- 
tainly be helped and strengthened by 
lucid explanations which should be 
given in synagogue and classroom and, 
too, in the columns of a paper like 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. Such apathy 
as there is will surely be lessened if 
we can remove the ignorance and the 
misunderstandings which often exist in 
regard to the significance of symbolic 
observances. which form so essential 
a feature of Jewish life.

SUCH is the importance attached by Holy 
Writ to Passover, the birthday of the Jewish 


people, that Nisan, the month in which it 


occurs, is solemnly designated as “ the begin- 
ning of months, the first month of the year.” 
The first half of this month is devoted to 
careful preparations for the observance of 
the approaching Festival. These prepara- 
tions, with their scrupulous requirements for 
the removal of leaven from every home, 
involve certain changes from the usual 
routine this year, owing to the Eve of 
Passover falling on a Saturday. Thursday 
of this week (yesterday) was observed as the 
Fast of the First-born, while Thursday 
evening marked the household Search for 
Leaven. The incidence of Sabbath imme- 
diately prior to the Festival has led to the 
issue by the Beth Din of special regulations 
in order to safeguard the laws both of 
Hafsakah and of Sabbath observance. So 
we come to the ensuing Sabbath, which has 
the distinctive title of Shabbat Hagadol, the 
Great Sabbath. This vear, from its imme- 
diate juxtaposition to Passover, its signifi- 
cance 1s still further underlined. Not only 
does it herald the celebration of the past 
redemption from Egypt, but it announces 
the Messianic redemption the Passover of 
the ftuture—that our Faith’ proclaims: 
“ Behold, J will send you Elijah the prophet 
before the coming of the great and terrible 
day of the Lord.” 


Its thus with hearts and minds prepared, 
and with our homes made ready in welcome, 
that Jews everywhere will assemble on 
Saturday evening to observe the Scriptural 
injunction: “In. the first month, on the 
fourteenth day of the month at dusk, is the 
lords passover. And-on the fifteenth day 
of the same month js the feast of unleavened 
bread unto the Lord; seven days ye shall 
eat unleavened bread.” In every household 
will- be held the Seder Service, which dates 
back to Temple times and follows in the 
tradition of the sacred meal that was eaten 
by our ancestors on the night of their 
deliverance from Egypt over three thousand 
years ago Ihe pattern of this service 
follows the ancient Hagada, with its moving 
narrative of the events of the Exodus, 
embellished with rabbinic commentaries and 
prayers and songs of thanksgiving. All the 
cherished customs and familiar symbols, 
together with the festive. meal and the 
lamily reunion, combine to impress the 
Significance of this unique occasion upon 
young and old alike. On this great evening, 
past, present, and future are united in our 
thoughts, as we pray for strength to remain 
faithful to our heritage: ** Blessed art Thou, 
O Lord our God, King of the universe, who 
hast redeemed us and our ancestors from 
Egypt, and caused us to reach this night, 
to eat unleavened bread and bitter herbs 
thereon. In like manner cause us, O Lord 
our God and God of our fathers, to reach 
other appointed times and festivals—may 
they approach us in peace—rejoicing in the 
rebuilding of Thy city and happy in Thy 
service 

Passover 1s acclaimed as our Festival of 
Freedom, and as such it has a message not 
only tor Jewry but for all mankind. At 
this critical juncture in human history, the 
freedom-loving peoples of the world are 
consulting together for the safeguarding of 
their liberties. In particular, the English- 
speaking nations on either side of the 
Atlantic are deliberating about the most 
appropriate measures to take together in 
concert. Momentous issues, as exemplified 
in the control of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons of warfare, are in the balance. It 
iS universally recognised that on decisions 
now being taken will depend the whole 
future destiny of mankind. The significance 


the present desiring neither.” 


of human freedom—which is the pregnant 
theme of this Festival of Passover—must 
uppermost in the thoughts of all thinking 
persons. 


Many of us will recall the inspiring inter- 
pretation of this principle that was given by 
the late President FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, 
when he declared his belief in four essential 
human freedoms. First, freedom of speech 
and expression. Second, freedom of every 
person to worship God in his own way. 
Third, freedom from want, which will 
secure to every nation a healthy peace-time 
life for its inhabitants. Fourth, freedom 
from fear, with special reference to inter- 
national disarmament and the removal. of 
threats of armed aggression. When Roose- 
VELT was criticised on the ground that these 
four fréedoms were “unattainable,” he 
replied that his critics, “if they had lived 
several thousand years ago, would have 
derided. Moses when he came from Mount 
Sinai with the Ten Commandments.” Our 
message of freedom has a very relevant 
application to the world’s needs today. 


WANTED: A POLICY 


IT is difficult to avoid a strong feeling 
of exasperation when contemplating the 
latest developments in the Middle Eastern 


scene. Further murderous attacks along 


Israel's frontiers—this time chiefly in the 
south-west—-have proclaimed the continua- 
tion of border tension. From the Arab 
States fire-eating declarations continue to be 
made. Across the Atlantic we have been 
treated to. a further act of the farce in 
the Security Council, where unproductive 
wrangles have continued on matters of 
procedure. At the same time, Mr. Henry 
BYROADE, a high officia! of the American State 
Department, has made what was described 
aS°an important policy statement, whose 
principal result can only be to encourage the 
Arabs in their intransigence. In London, the 
seriousness of the situation has been 
sufficiently appreciated for Mr. EDEN and 
Mr. DULLES to have spent several hours 
reviewing the state of affairs in the Middle 
East. 

It is clear that a considerable identity of 
views has been established between Great 
Britain and the United States, to which the 
French also are known to adhere. What is 
not so certain ts that any strong determina- 
tion exists to enforce a concerted policy. 
There is still all too vacillation, 
indicating a lack of a united resolve to 
establish a policy and to implement it. It 
IS easy enough to appreciate the predica- 
ment which faces both the United Kingdom 
and the U.S.A. Spokesmen of the British 
Government have stated that it is their policy 
to. remain friends with both Israel and the 
Arab States, and Mr. Byroape has insisted 
that American policy should be “ first and 
foremost pro-American.” Nevertheless, cer- 
tain basic principles remain which should be 
adhered to through thick and thin. 


In the first place, the maintenance of 
peace, mm an active sense, must be the 
main objective. While in this part of the 
world such a, statement may appear to be 
a platitude, it is not so certain that it would 
be equally accepted either by the U.S.S.R.— 
whose behaviour in the Security Council 
indicates that st might prefer to see’ a state 
of chaos in the Middle East—-or by the Arab 
States. Mr. Byroape himself rightly accused 
the Arabs of “deliberately attempting to 
maintain a_  Sstate of atflairs delicately 
suspended between war and peace, while at 
In these 
circumstances little can be expected from, the 
Security Council, but much could be 
achieved by measures adopted by the 
Western Powers to reinforce the security of 
Israel's frontiers. For who can doubt that 
Great Britain, with its great influence in the 
kingdom of Jordan, could do more than at 
present ? In the second place, the Armis- 
tice Agreement must be maintained and 
strengthened until peace has been achieved, 
for it is the only existing legal bulwark 
giving protection from chaos. Thus, Israel 
is fully justified in insisting that negotiations 
should begin under the terms of Article 12, 
for otherwise there is a danger that the 
Armistice Agreement might be bypassed and 
eventually disregarded. 


In the pursuit of these two basic aims all 
men of good will can be united. But the 
time has surely arrived when a distinction 
must be drawn between those who desire 
peace in the Middle East and those who 
believe that they would gain from a State 


of anarchy. Mr. Byroape’s speech seems 
to indicate that there is still confused think- 
ing on this matter in the U.S. Administra- 
tion. He must recognise that his speech 
can only add to the present state of 
uncertainty if he gives the Arabs the 
impression that they can rely upon his, and 
therefore the State Department's, support. 


ARABS IN ISRAEL 


WHILE public attention is, as is natural 
because of its international implications, 
mainly concerned with the delicate and 
troublous situation existing between Israel 
and its Arab neighbours, attention must 
sometimes be called also to the developing 
relations between the Israeli State and its own 
Arab citizens. The situation has its obvious 
difficulties, but the factors in it have an 
importance beyond the bounds of the country. 
There are, for example, the municipal elec- 
tions this week in Nazareth. Despite particu- 
larly the Christian world’s long and immense 
interest in that city, the local elections might 
have appeared a minor event apart from the 
novelty and excitement they produced among 
its 20,000 Arab inhabitants. Yet viewed 
against the background of the present tension 
and the daily border incidents culminating 
often in bloodshed, the fact that these elec- 
tions were free and unfettered and passed off 
without a single incident has its special signifi- 
cance, It is a demonstration of Israeli demo- 
cracy at work and ts a credit to the 
Administration. The fact that the Com- 
munists were able to win such a large number 
of seats on the municipal council—six out of 
1S—-whatever the reasons and however 
undesirable otherwise, is proof of the com- 
plete freedom afforded to the voter. This 
freedom permitted to the Arabs in Nazareth, 
coupled with the recent relaxation of military 


‘rule in Galilee,: may well go towards 


strengthening good relations between Jew 


and Arab in that country. Having themselves ° 


been a minority throughout the ages, Jews are 
naturally sensitive where treatment of minori- 
ties is concerned. This is probably one of the 
reasons which prompted Professor BENTWICH 
to write his letter, published on another page, 
drawing attention to the rights of Arab land- 
owners. It is as well that such complaints 
should be aired, as it is only by public airing 
that redress for a proved injustice can be 
brought about. Whatever the rights and 
wrongs of the particular case; however, 
the fact that the matter was enabled to be 
brought before the Supreme Court of Israel is 
undeniable evidence of a desire on the part of 
the Israelis to do justice to an Arab claimant 
in their own country. 


DR. J. J. MALLON 


Dr. J. J. Matton, C.H., J.P.. Warden of 
Toynbee Hall, London, E., since 1919, is 
retiring this month after a life-time of social 
work in East London. No appreciation or 
gratitude for his devoted years of service 
could be more cordial and sincere than 
that of the Jewish community. Following in 
the fine tradition established by Canon 
BARNETT, he has made a splendid contribu- 
tion towards the promotion of mutual 
respect and understanding between all 
sections of the population: At a time when 
there was considerable prejudice against 
Jewish immigrants from Eastern Europe 
engaged in the tailoring industry, he suc- 
ceeded in bringing them and the old- 
established workers happily together in one 
trade union. Later, when MOSLEY’'S scurri- 
lous campaign sought to arouse antisemitism, 
he founded the Council of East London 
Citizens to combat all forms of group 
prejudice. This Council continues to spon- 
sor many positive and creative activities in 
the cultivation of friendliness and good 
comradeship among the varied elements 
which live in this multi-racial neighbour- 
hood. Dr. MALLON has often paid tribute to 
the Jews of East London, who, as he has 
remarked, “contribute to the spice of life, 
bringing individuality, variety, and vigour 
to the scene.” He has described them as 
ardent supporters of local intellectual and 
artistic progress, and has particularly praised 
Jewish mothers and fathers as ideal parents 
and home-makers. We join with a multitude 
of Dr. MALLON’s admirers and well-wishers in 
praying that he will enjoy many further 
years of strength and happiness in all his 
undertakings.

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MEDIEVAL SPANISH HAGADOT 


HE Spanish Hagada in the 
John Rylands Library is one 
of the most famous medieval 
Jewish illuminated manuscripts. It 
reached Manchester from the Earl 
of Crawford's library, but its earlier 
provenance is unknown. 
The text consists of Piyutim, the 
Hagada proper, and 13 full-page 
‘luminations, which are sub-divided

into different scenes from the life of 
Moses, as well as of the preparation 
and the celebration of the Seder 
Diminutive Hebrew letters. in animal.

All those who have heard about 
Franz Rosenzweig, but have been 
unable to read him in the origina! 
German, can now judge for them- 
selves whether his disciples are right 
in claiming him as one of the greatest 
religious thinkers of modern Jewry 
With this important book Dr. Nahum 
Glatzer has earned the gratitude of the 
English-reading public. Introduction. 
notes, and letters make up the bio- 
graphy in the first part. The second 
part is a selection of Rosenzweig’s 
writings translated for the first time 
into English. presented extracts 
which can be read as self-contamed 
essays [he third part contains bio- 
graphical dates, a bibliography. and a 
useful index. December 10, 1954, will 
be the 25th anniversary of the death of 
Franz Rosenzweig, who has only begun 
to make his impact felt on modern 
Jewry He himself wrote in one of 
his tetters: “ Only posthumously shal! 
wholly speak ip 54)

Sir,—I realise how difficult it is to 
resist any Opportunity of having “a 
crack at the World Jewish Congress 
and its spokesmen. But the “ reported 
from Birmingham” statement attri- 
buted to me in your ™ Incidentally ” 
column last week, is a bit thick 

lt is not only utterly tmaccuratec but 
completely silly, as anyone who knows 
my life-long Zionst convictions will have 
no difficulty in testifying 

In my speech at Birmingham. | was 
dealing specifically with a potential 
situation. in Morocco which might 
involve the necessity of large-scale 
Jewish emigration, I stated quite clearly 
that the destmation of this emigration 
could only be Israel, | made no sug- 
gestion whatever that this or any similar 
emigration could or should be directed 
elsewhere.

In “ Hippo Dancing,” at the Lyric 
Theatre. a comedy written by Robert 
Morley and indebted—as the progranmme 
declares—to M. André Roussin, the 
author plays the part of a prosperous 
fruiterer living in an English suburb with 
his French-born wife. his sons, and his 
mother. He is nicknamed “ Hippo,” is 
loud-voiced and vulgar. and under his 
air of a martinet hides his failure as a 
man Both his sons disgust him: the 
elder. by becoming a dress-designer, and 
the younger by being the gigolo of a 
foreign princess, Robert Morley, who 
has written for himself a part in which 
he dominates the stage, by his skill of 
voice and gesture and his witty lines, 
secures many laughs. Zena Howard 
successfully portrays the much-harassed 
wife: Wilfrid Hyde White, by his quiet- 
ness, makes a good contrast to the 
‘Hippo: and Mona Washbourne shows 
a fine humour as his mother.

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AMERICAN ATOM SCIENTIST SUSPENDED 
Security Inquiry Ordered

Professor J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
the famous Jewish scientist who 
directed the making of the first atom 
bomb, has been suspended by the 
USA. Atomic Energy Commission 
from his position as consultant, pend- 
ing simvestigation of his security 
position. 

The inquiry will be made on Mon- 
day by a three-member panel of the 
Atomic Energy Commussion Dr. 
Oppenheimer will appear before the 
panel 

The main charges against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer are that he and members of his 
family frequently associated with Com- 
munists early in the war: that he hired 
Communists or former Communtsts for 
the first atom bomb test at Los Alamos: 
that he gave the F.B.Il. contradictory 
evidence about his attendance at Com- 
munist meetings: that he failed to report 
for many months that alleged Com- 
munists had tried to secure information 
from him for Russia—it is admitted that 
he resected the Communist approach as 
trattorous and that he had strongly 
opposed the development of the hydro- 
gen bomb in 1949. when he was CANair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Dr. Oppenheimer has admitted asso- 
ciating with Communists in the late ‘30s 
and carly “40s, but has flatly denied that

In a letter on 
March 3 to General Nichols, the General 
Manager of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, Dr. Oppenheimer replied to the 
charges in detail. In his early life, he 
said, he was compleicly indifferent to 
politics. But he became interested after 
the advent of Hitlerism. “I had a con- 
tinuing, smouldering fury about the treat- 
ment of Jews in Germany.” he said. “I 
saw what the depression was doing to my 
students.” 

Informed of Dr Oppenheimer's sus- 
pension, Professor Einstcin said on Tues- 
day: “! admire him [Dr. Oppenheimer] 
not only as a scientist, but as a man of 
great human qualities | 

Dr. Oppenheimer, who was born in 
New York in 1904—he is the son of a 
merchant of German-Jewish stock 
visited London last year to broadcast the 
1953 Reith Lectures for the B.B.C. on 
the subiect of “ Science and the Common 
Understanding.” He was the first Ameri- 
can to give the lectures. He was educated 
at Harvard. Cambridgec, and Gottingen 
Universities. He is a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
University. 


TRUCE CHIEF MAY BE 
RECALLED 


Danish Press Report

COPENHAGEN 

General Vagen Bennike, head of the 
United Nations Truce Supervision 
Organisation in Palestine, may be 
recalled by the Danish’ Foreign 
Ministry in order to prevent “ damag- 
ing the relations between Israel and 
Denmark.” according to EKSTRABAL- 
DET, a Copenhagen evening newspaper. 

In an interview with the Jerusalem 
correspondent of the newspaper, General 
Bennike. who was leader of the Danish 
Resistance Movement in Jutland during 
the Nazi occupation. said the situation 
along the Isracli border was “ very 
senious. It was hardly possible for Jews 
and Arabs to reach an understanding 
while blood was being shed. He believed 
that the two parties might have to be 
“compelled” to co-operate. They must 
be told that economic aid would be halted 
if they failed to reach an understanding. 

His task, General Bennike 1s quoted as 
saying, Was to report, observe, and con- 
trol. It was for “ interested Powers” to 
make efforts to establish peace in the 
area. ‘He realised that Israel, surrounded 
by 30,000,000 Arabs who would not 
co-operate, was in a difficult position. In 
particular, he would hke to see a settle- 
ment of the Jordan river conflict, but 
neither side. Would yield on this issue. 


DUTCH ORPHAN STILL 
UNTRACED

The Ministry of Justice has ennounced 
that after a thorough investigation, com- 
plaints by a cousin of the van Moorst 
sisters, that during the 48 hours of her 
being detained for interrogation. she was 
treated with extreme harshness. are 
unjustified. The Catholic press had: given 
much prominence to the allegedly brutal 
methods to which she was Said to have 
been subjected 

Le'ezrath Haveled. the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, which was given Iceal custody 
over the child some years ago. has made 
it known that the van Moorst sisters 
once offered to produce the girl if the 
Board abandoned custody over her in 
their favour. 

1 understand that the White Paper on 
the orphans is now about to be pub- 
lished. It was promised last July but 
publication was delaved because it was 
believed that the evidence it contained 
would antagonise the Catholics and make 
the children’s return more difficult.

COMMUNIST ELECTION SUCCESS IN NAZARETH 
Biggest Political Group

NAZARETH 

The Communists have emerged as 
the largest single political party in 
Nazareth, Israel's only all-Arab town, 
winning six of the 15 seats in Mon- 
day's municipal elections, the first to 
be held there since 1946, 


Although none of the other parties 
are likely to agree to co-operate with 
the Communists, the strength of the 
Communist representation gives them 
considerable nuisance value. 

The poll was high, 83 per cent of the 
9.500 electorate casting their votes. The 
Moslems, with three lists, secured four 
seats on the Council: the Greek Ortho- 
dox groups, two seats ; and the Catholics, 
Protestants. and Maronites, who pre- 
sented a joint list, three seats. There were 
87 candidates for the 15 seats. The 
Mayor will be elected by the councillors. 

Police reinforcements were sent here 
last Friday to patro! the main streets and 
town square as the noisy election cam- 
paign reached its peak, but there were 
no incidents :

NORTH POLE PASSOVER CELEBRATIONS

New YorK 

Passover food and religious supplies 
will be dropped by parachute from 
an American Army helicopter to a 
handful of American Jewish troops on 
T-3, a floating iceberg base 300 miles 
from the North Pole. 

Arrangements for the distribution of 
Passover supplies to Jewish troops have 
been made by the National Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, which has sent Passover 
parcels to hundreds of overseas bases. 
including Arctic installations, Caribbean 
jungle outposts. and to Korea. More 
than 300 Jewish chaplains will conduct 
mass sedarim at American bases in 
Europe, Africa. Asia. and at camps and 
military hospitals in the United States. 

In the area occupied by the First 
Corps in Korea, a tent city a been set 


up for the 600 Jewish servicemen who 
will spend the first three days of 
Passover at First Army headquarters. 
Lieut.-General Bruce Clarke, aided by 
the headquarters staff, has helped. to 
make the Passover arrangements. Two 
mass sedarim will be ‘held in a huge 
marquee. 

Volunteer workers of the Welfare 
Board are sending Passover parcels to 
all military hospitals, military posts, and 
anti-aircraft stations in Greater New 
York. 

A report issued here by the Board 
shows that there are 106 full-time Jewish 
chaplains and 235 part-time chaplains 
serving with the forces Thirty-five 
chaplains are serving overseas. 

The community centres controlled by 
the Board in 1953 enioyed a year of 
“uninterrupted expansion,”’.the report 
says. Over 12,000,000 persons attended 
the centres. the operating expenses of 
which totalled $14,000,000.
